The Velsb Revival spread rapidly and reached Vest Yorkshire in eornest during 
mid-February 1905. fidportG began appearing In local newspapers about the revival 
■Cervices. Strange things ftlno began to happen, groups of women, apparently 
directed by visions, were stopping traffic in the centre of Leeds P exhorting the 
drivers to Join then in prayer. Kr- Traehorne, a Veleh revivalist preacher, who 
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liiHd cose CO Spread the word in Ibis City uaw many lights whilst prflying in a city 
centre chapel. tfnfOrtunatly he was alone at the time. 

Then It happened, some people began writing to the newspapers who bad seen 
lights En the sky and related them tD the revival„ no doubt spurred on by the 
sany reports nf the ’ Egryn Lights' which the san^ newspapers also carried, In 
particular, the revival was collected by sons YarAsAJre Fosfreaders with n 1 bflU 
of fire' , which appeared in tha shy on the 13th of February. Not to be outdone, 
Lcical actfcnOBOrs designated it as a fireball mbtear fit was seen all over 
Britain}* Another ball of fire was Eeen in Fawdon on the 11th of February and 
described in poetic terms by a party of ramblers as: 

"The light would be about two feet broad and one 
of the brightest t*nd loveliest that / h#v? ever 
seen. The greater part of it was t la tod with biue 
and gtootir with a border Up Uddh Side, which

Tills Light also Seen all over Yorkshire which would be unusual if It was 
a ' paranoial 1 light or in sone way eoniiflctad with the revival lor even an 
Hart blight as 1 suggested in Brigantia IflK Otliur earlal phenomena was seen in 
'ieat. Eatt a^d fclar th Yorkshire throughout February, hot ably at Knaresborougb. 
but none of Jt can really i>e attributed td anything Otluar than unusual land not 
so unusual? astronomical and ^teoroioglcal phstaowHia, fireballs, shooting stars 
and the like. And Indeed It war, pnLuted out to bn r.o by local ast r Gu 0 =hj r S at the 
tl me. 

Vhera are the 'conets in training* ^nd the fireballs sweeping thti gt Guild th.it 
need some explaining? In. sty Opinion thb poea In th* £lar and the arftlcle in the 
Daily Express were a media hyps, att&fltihg to Connect thG VblGh Revival and the 
Velsh Lights with the r«viv&J in Yorkshire and thv Unusual astronomical 
phenomena there. Obviously nothing much has changed with newspaper reporting. 

There are no details .at all la any of the regional or local forkshire papers 
for the early half of i$05 wbScb could account in any way for the ' Express' and 
Star 1 reports, otter than & (de Liberate? misreading and mlsreporling of the 
facts. 

Sorry to disappoint you, but there was bO r t\np' in Vest farkshire during 
1905.
